Opposition leader blasts £33m council HQ plan

OPPOSITION politicians have 
slammed plans for a £33mil- 
lion “corporate headquarters” 
for Haringey Council. 

Liberal Democrat leader Gail 
Engert said the cost of a new centre 
as part of regeneration in Wood 
Green was a “shocking spend”. 

She argued that money could be 
better spent on projects such as 
affordable homes and a swimming 
pool in Wood Green. 

The proposed spend was outlined 
in a list of one-off projects in the 


council’s draft capital programme 
discussed in a cabinet meeting on 
June 14. 

The Labour council is aiming to 
bring many of its services under one 
roof, but the Lib Dems hit out at 
the plans. 

Ms Engert said: “I am shocked 
that Labour think that spending 
£33m on shiny new offices for 
the council is appropriate when so 
many cuts to local services have 
been made. 

“Local people will quite rightly 
want their council tax money spent 
on local services, not plush offices.” 

She said the community in Wood 


Green needed a swimming pool 
instead as public pools are at either 
end of the borough. 

“The Liberal Democrats believe 
that the £33m would be far better 
spent on new affordable homes and a 
new swimming pool for Wood 
Green,” she added. 

A council spokesman said: “These 
are indicative figures for what would 
happen if we develop large amounts 
of our land for much-needed housing 
as part of the regeneration of Wood 
Green, but there is no specific pro¬ 
posal to do this.” 

The council’s Labour group on has 
not commented. 


Bins signal a fresh police 
crackdown on knife crime 


SCOTLAND Yard put four temporary bins 
in Haringey during a week-long blitz on 
knife crime. 

The Met Police’s blitz began on Monday last 
week and ran until Sunday. It included opera¬ 
tions against gang members, weapon sweeps 
and intelligence-led stop and search, as well as 
tackling those wanted in connection with 
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knife-related offences and violent crime. 
Officers also carried out spot checks to test if 
knives were being sold to under-18s. 

Operation Sceptre was the fifth week-long 
blitz on knives across London in the past 
12 months. 

The bins where people were able to “post” 
weapons were located at Westbury Avenue 
Baptist Church, Westbury Avenue, Wood 
Green; Miller Memorial Methodist Church, 
The Avenue, Tottenham; St Ignatius Catholic 
Church, Stamford Hill; and Muswell Hill 
Baptist Church, Dukes Avenue. 

Anyone with information about anyone 
carrying or using knives should call police or 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

A police spokesman said: “During previous 
Sceptre weeks of action, more than 3,700 
weapon sweeps were conducted and 
more than 800 weapons were recovered.”

Knife attacker is 
jailed for 14 years 

A “DANGEROUS and 
violent man” is starting a 
14-year prison sentence 
after “callously” attacking 
two men at knifepoint and 
stabbing one of them after 
a party at a community 
centre in Wood Green. 

Twenty-year-old Rochan 
Robinson, pictured , from 
Islington, has been told he 
must serve at least ten 
years after admitting grievous bodily 
harm with intent and possession of an 
offensive weapon. 

One of the victims had been helping out at 
a family party at a community centre , in 
The Sandlings in Wood Green. 

He prevented a group of men who 
wanted to join the party from getting into 
the building. 

Later in the evening, the 26-year-old 
victim, together with a friend, went to look 
for the group. 

They were surrounded by a group. 
Robinson appeared and lunged at both men. 

He stabbed one of them in the arm and 
tried to attack the other, Wood Green 
Crown Court heard. 

One of the men needed hospital treatment 
for his injuries. 

Both men gave police descriptions of 
Robinson, including details about a cast on 
his left arm, and he was picked up at home 
by police. 

They were also able to place his mobile 
phone at the scene on September 26 when 
the attack happened. 

Robinson was jailed on Friday. 

Detective Constable Rachel Lloyd, from 
Haringey CID, said: “Rochan Robinson is a 
dangerous and violent man who callously 
attacked two men with a knife, causing a 
significant injury to one of them.” 
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Majority vote to stay in the EU as 
Brexiteers savour referendum win

BRITAIN’S exit from the European 
Union was not backed by a clear major¬ 
ity of Enfield voters who chose to 
remain in last week’s referendum ballot. 

A total of 76,425 votes (55.8 per 
cent) were cast in favour of staying, 
compared to 60,481 votes (44.2 per 
cent) who wanted to leave. 

Southgate Conservative MP David 
Burrowes, a staunch Leave supporter, 
was “delighted” by the result and the 69 
per cent turnout. 

Speaking on the night of the count, 
he said: “Both sides must reflect on 


the needs and wishes of the people in 
this country.” 

Meanwhile, the seismic shockwaves 
of the result prompted embattled 
Labour Party leader Jeremy Corbyn to 
promote Edmonton MP Kate Osamor 
following mass resignations by mem¬ 
bers of his shadow cabinet. 

Ms Osamor, who was elected to par¬ 
liament in last year’s general election, 
becomes the shadow international 


development secretary. She has been 
serving as the Labour leader’s parlia¬ 
mentary private secretary. 

She said: “It is sad to see some very 
talented people in the shadow cabinet 
stepping away from their position, but I 
stand with Jeremy. He has been elected 
as leader of the Labour Party on a very 
large mandate and I stand with him and 
the membership.” 

Enfield North MP Joan Ryan, who 


campaigned to stay in the EU, said peo¬ 
ple had to accept the national decision. 

“I think it’s Labour’s job to be 
involved in negotiations to make sure 
we get the best possible arrangement to 
protect people’s incomes, jobs, savings 
and services,” she said. 

Doug Taylor, the Labour leader of 
Enfield Council, was “bitterly disap¬ 
pointed” and said the result must act as 
a “wake-up call” for the government. 

“Enfield is creaking under the weight 
of austerity and we need to address the 
issues that are important to people 
because it’s those issues and those feel¬ 
ings of anger and unhappiness that this 
long campaign has highlighted,” he said. 


McLoughlin gives access road hope to Bullsmoor Lane campaigners 


TRANSPORT Secretary Patrick McLoughlin is setting 
up a working party to consider if there is a case for 
improving access on to the M25 from Bullsmoor Lane. 

He met residents from the Save Bullsmoor Lane 
campaign and Enfield North MP Joan Ryan at West¬ 
minster on Monday and said he accepted that there 
was “a real problem” at the junction with the A10. 

During the 40-minute meeting Mr McLoughlin, 


who was presented with a letter from Enfield Council 
stressing support for another access road, said that 
improvements to the junction would go ahead, said 
Ms Ryan. She said Mr McLoughlin had agreed that a 
long-term solution was needed and he was planning 
to set up a working group with experts to see if there 
was a case for additional access on to the M25. 

Ms Ryan was pleased that Mr McLoughlin had not 


closed the door on considering a new road to take lor¬ 
ries away from Bullsmoor Lane - but said that if it went 
ahead it was likely to be in a budget for 2020 or 2025. 

“He made it clear that he is not giving us a guaran¬ 
tee, but it’s an open door for us,” she said. “We are 
going to continue to make the case.”

“Highlights have been a writing competition, children’s 
dance performances, guided walks and a special service of 
thanksgiving for Charles and Mary Lamb with the choir 
of All Saints Church and readings from the Lambs’ 
works.”

I 
miss my dad every day. 
He was an amazing man 
and always taught me to 
believe in myself and strive 
r for everything. I miss the fact 
he can never train with me or see 
me, and how much I have achieved.” 

I She proudly wears a bracelet that her dad 
r gave her just three days before he died 
which bears Nelson Mandela’s prison num¬ 
ber, 46664. She explained: “I always wear 
this, it’s really special to me. Nelson Man¬ 
dela and my dad were both strong, proud 
men who fought for what they believed in.” 

Although her dad was her inspiration, it 
was the 2012 Olympics, in London, that 
prompted Summer to start training. 

She said: “It was like a switch clicked in 
me. I saw all these amazing athletes and just 
thought, I want to do that, and that’s when I 
really started training. 

“Now I train two or three times a day and 
eat quite carefully, but I’m not too strict with 
food because when I was younger I had an 
eating disorder. It’s a long, hard lesson, but I 
try to teach my little sisters - be proud, be 
strong and believe in yourselves and you can 
achieve whatever you want.”

‘needs extra docto

POLITICIANS are calling for extra doctors to 
help deal with the crisis in A&E at North Mid¬ 
dlesex University Hospital and are also dis¬ 
cussing the role the Royal Free Hospital’s trust is 
taking to help alleviate the crisis. 

North London MPs met Julie Lowe, North 
Middlesex’s chief executive, to discuss the cur¬ 
rent situation and any potential risks to patients, 
which could cause the closure of the A&E depart¬ 
ment at the hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmonton. 

Enfield North MP Joan Ryan said she was call¬ 
ing on health minister Ben Gummer to intervene 
by providing more doctors and for a pledge from 
the Prime Minister David Cameron that the casu¬ 
alty department will be protected “in the short 
and long term”. 

Ms Ryan and Edmonton MP Kate Osamor 
joined Wood Green and Hornsey MP Catherine 
West in the meeting with Ms Lowe. They will be 


getting regular updates on North Middlesex’s 
efforts to improve. 

Ms Ryan said: “Improving the care of patients 
is my top priority. While I have serious concerns 
about how this situation has been allowed to dete¬ 
riorate, to call for a change in the hospital’s lead¬ 
ership at this stage could lead to further turmoil 
and undermine any recovery.” 

Earlier this month, the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion health watchdog said the casualty depart¬ 
ment needed to improve urgently after an 
unannounced inspection in April had revealed 
delays in assessing patients, moving them to 
wards and too few middle-grade doctors and con¬ 
sultants. It set a deadline of August 26 to see 
“significant improvements.” 

Ms Lowe accepted that the hospital needs to 
work much faster to address the problems high¬ 
lighted by inspectors. Junior doctors are no 
longer left without senior support in A&E and the 
paediatric emergency department. 

She said it was working hard to fill vacancies 


for middle-grade doctors and consultants in 
A&E, with some on loan from Barnet Hospital as 
a short-term solution. 

Ms Osamor and Ms Ryan have also held meet¬ 
ings with David Sloman, the chief executive of 
the Royal Free London NHS Foundation Trust. 

Ms Ryan said the aim was “to discuss the steps 


they are taking to support North Middlesex in 
managing this crisis”. 

The Royal Free took over Chase Farm Hospital, 
in The Ridgeway, Enfield, in 2014, following 
the closure of its A&E and maternity depart¬ 
ments, and Barnet Hospital, which does have an 
A&E department. 


Fresh Cycle Enfield consultation invites views from businesses and the public 


THE public is being asked 
for its views on the latest 
Cycle Enfield proposal. 

Consultations on the A1010 
North phase start tomorrow 
(Thursday) when business 
bosses can discuss the plans 
with Enfield Council officers 
between 4pm and 8pm. 

It is being held at the 
Dharma Centre in Hertford 
Road, Enfield Highway, and 


will be followed by a two-day 
event there on Friday and 
Saturday for residents. 

A 12-week consultation 
period will then follow for all 
residents to have their say. 

The plans for the A1010 
North are part of a 
£42million programme in 
the borough, aiming to 
create healthier streets 
for everyone. 


Daniel Anderson, Enfield 
Council’s cabinet member for 
environment, said “We’re 
excited about the 
opportunities that Cycle 
Enfield offers to help 
improve this key road 
through the eastern part of 
our borough. We want to 
enhance this environment for 
everyone, however they 
choose to travel. 


“We are continuing to listen 
and respond to the issues 
that are raised throughout 
the extensive Cycle Enfield 
consultation process. I urge 
the people who live and work 
in this area of the borough to 
come along, look at the plans 
and tell us what they think.” 

The council says it is 
listening to feedback on 
previous parts of the scheme. 


Changes have been made 
to the A1010 South project 
and recommendations will go 
to cabinet next month to 
allow decisions to be taken 
about the next steps. The 
council wants to start work 
on that immediately after the 
A105 (Palmers Green to 
Enfield Town) scheme. 

It is also taking more time 
to consider the Enfield Town 


and Southbury Road routes 
and revising plans. 

Meanwhile, the Better 
Streets for Enfield group has 
arranged a visit to see a 
similar Mini Holland scheme 
in action in Waltham Forest. 
Enthusiasts and sceptics are 
invited on the visit on 
Saturday at Walthamstow 
Central station, in Selborne 
Road, at 3.30pm.

Society rolls back 
80 years looking 
after our heritage

FORMED 80 years ago amid a public revolt over 
council plans to build on a cherished beauty 
spot, The Enfield Society has kept a watchful eye 
on the borough’s unfolding future while guarding 
its heritage. 

Now the story of its accomplishments over 
those eight decades is being told in a fascinating 
free exhibition, The Enfield Society - 80 Years of 
Action, running for the next seven months at the 
Dugdale Centre, in London Road, Enfield Town. 

The venue’s main foyer and galleries showcase 
the society’s key events and major achievements 
with glass display cases featuring photographs, 
documents, artefacts, models and memorabilia. 

Can you imagine the almighty outcry there 
would be nowadays if Enfield Council proposed 
building a town hall on Chase Green, in Chase 
Side? In 1935, that’s precisely what was pro¬ 
posed by Enfield District Council, the forerunner 
of the present-day local authority. 

It provoked outrage and prompted the Rev¬ 
erend Ebenezer Rees, vicar of Christ Church, in 
Chase Side, to set up a campaign to save what 
was common land “belonging to the people”. 

Thousands of signatures were collected for a 
petition and a well-attended public meeting was 
held at Oddfellows Hall, in Old Park Avenue. 

The council underestimated the strength of pub¬ 
lic opposition and reluctantly scrapped the plan. 

“That victory led directly to the founding of the 


Enfield Preservation Society, which later short¬ 
ened its name to become The Enfield Society,” 
said member Bob Fowler. “Preserving the bor¬ 
ough’s historic buildings is still its priority, but 
conservation of the environment has also been a 
big part of what it does.” 

It has played a major role in shaping the land¬ 
scape of the borough and protecting its treasured 
heritage for future generations. 

Notable among its achievements are back in 
1938 saving Library Gardens, in Church Street, 
Enfield, from being built on and helping the 
council transform the neglected stretch of the 
New River which runs through Enfield Town 
into a beautiful recreational amenity with 
£1.8million of Heritage Lottery cash. 

The society has also planted thousands of trees, 
is involved in campaigns to restore the derelict 
grade II listed Broomfield House mansion, in 
Broomfield Park, Palmers Green, and the aban¬ 
doned grade II listed Trent Park mansion, in 
Snakes Lane, Cockfosters, and has fought to stop 
Chase Green being used for licensed events, as 
well as being a buttress against development of 
the green belt.

A PROPOSAL to charge Enfield residents £60 
for a weekly green bin collection to take away 
garden waste would be “a tax on doing the right 
thing”, a Tory councillor has claimed. 

Enfield Council has launched a 12-week con¬ 
sultation into proposed changes for the green bin 
collection service. 

There are two options - to turn the current free 
green bin service fortnightly rather than weekly, 
or charge £60 for a weekly green bin collection, 
with a free food collection. 

Daniel Anderson, cabinet member for the envi¬ 
ronment, said the council has to make £56million 
cuts by 2019/20, following on from the £118m it 
has already cut, and either option would save 
“£400,000 annually. 

The council does not have to provide green bin 
collection by law and Mr Anderson said: “We are 
proposing to stop providing the current weekly 
green bin service in its present form.” 

The weekly black bin and blue bin recycling 
collections will continue as usual. 

Mr Anderson said the council would weigh up 
the responses to the consultation, which finishes 
on September 2. 

However the Conservative group’s deputy 
leader Joanne Laban said: “The proposal to 
charge £60 for garden waste to be collected 
weekly is a tax on doing the responsible thing 
and is nothing more than the Labour administra¬ 
tion imposing a garden tax on hard-working res¬ 
idents in Enfield.” 

She predicted that people would opt out of the 
system and recycling rates would drop.

She claimed that the option of a fortnightly 
collection would simply mean that people kept 
their waste for longer. The scheme would create 
extra bags left by the kerbside for collection, 
she said. 

The consultation can be found online at 
www.enfield.gov.uk/consultations and the coun¬ 
cil is offering help to complete it at the Ordnance 
Road (Enfield Lock), Edmonton Green (South 
Mall), Palmers Green (Broomfield Lane) and 
Enfield Town (Church Street) libraries. 

Residents can also get help at Enfield Civic 
Centre, in Silver Street, and at John Wilkes 
House, in High Street, Ponders End.

THE sounds of wartime tunes filled the streets of 
Enfield for Armed Forces Day. 

The Stow Caledonian Pipe Band performed 
tunes from two world wars as they joined the bor¬ 
ough’s procession in Enfield Town. 

The event on Sunday had a particular poignancy 
as it came just days before the centenary of the 
start of the Battle on the Somme on July 1, which 
claimed the lives of 1.3 million British, French 
and German soldiers during World War I.

These criminals are often highly organised, work alone or in 

pairs, and operate under an array of guises, including: 

> utility company personnel > builders and gardeners 

> door-to-door sales people > council staff 

> care workers and nurses > police officers 

When someone knocks at the door, stop and think: 

> Are you expecting anyone? 

> If you’re not sure don’t open the door. 

> Use your door viewer, or look through your front window to see 
who is there. Use all door devices including door chains. 

> Always ask for an ID or any associated paperwork - get them to 
pass these through the letterbox. 

> If you have any doubt you should ring the company they say 
they are from independently. Never ring the number given by 
the caller but instead locate it from another source, e.g. internet, 
Phonebook or directory enquiries. 

Extra measures : 

> Ensure that your back door is always shut and locked when 
answering the front door. 

> Never keep large sums of money in the house. 


> Keep valuables and items of sentimental value where they are 
not easily accessible. 

> Keep documents containing personal details out of sight, e.g. 
passport, utility bills, bank statements etc. 

> Keep your keys in a safe place and not on display. 

Call the police: 

> If you are suspicious or feel that the caller may be bogus. 

> If someone forces entry or enters your home without permission. 

> If you notice valuables or money have gone missing shortly after 
someone has visited. 

> Whenever you think a crime has been, or is about to be, 
committed.

MANY people dream of running away to the 
circus for a life of freedom on the open road. 

And you could say that some of the young 
performers from Upsala Circus company 
have done just that, escaping tough lives in 
favour of a second chance. 

Take one ping pong ball bouncing on the 
stage, add a troupe of circus performers and 
their imaginations and you have the ingre¬ 
dients for a unique show. 

The troupe of eight children, aged from 13 
to 19, are back for their fourth visit to Lon¬ 
don - this time to Jacksons Lane Theatre, 
in Highgate. 

The company was formed back in 2004 
for underprivileged children from St Peters¬ 
burg, in Russia, who lived rough, in 
children’s homes or in troubled homes, to 
give them confidence in developing extra¬ 
ordinary skills.

A LMOST four years after a trio of 20th 
anniversary special episodes were 
broadcast on BBC One, Jennifer 
Saunders' award-winning sitcom of barbed 
insults and fashionable excess saunters onto 
the big screen, directed by Mandie Fletcher. 

Edina Monsoon (Saunders) is in the PR 
doldrums. Her client list has thinned and 
she continues to clash with her strait-laced 
daughter Saffy (Julia Sawalha). 

Thankfully, best friend Patsy Stone 
(Joanna Lumley) is still in the media eye 
and her magazine is sponsoring the lavish 
Huki Muki Retrospective launch party.

CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE (12A, 108 
mins) 


U nderscored with a heartfelt anti-bul¬ 
lying message, Central Intelligence 
is a surprisingly sweet and goofy 
mismatched buddy comedy that might 
lack the quick-wittedness promised by its 
title but has good will in abundance. 


Surprisingly, Dwayne Johnson is gifted 
the lion's share of the haphazard script's 
one-liners and physical pratfalls. 

The wrestling superstar turned action hero 
embraces his character's eccentricities with 
gusto, casting the typically hyperactive 
Kevin Hart as a relative straight man. 

Winning chemistry between the two leads 
galvanises Rawson Marshall Thurber's pic¬ 
ture when gags fall flat or the plot's bluffs 
and double-bluffs nudge the whole enter¬ 
prise close to preposterousness. 

Gossamer thin romantic subplots are 
threaded loosely around the subterfuge and 
outlandish spy games, culminating in a sur¬ 
prise final reel cameo that guarantees win¬ 
ning smiles all round as the end credits roll. 

Calvin Joyner (Hart) was the golden boy 
of his high school in 1996, winning count¬ 
less awards for his sporting prowess.

At a sprightly 108 minutes, Central Intel¬ 
ligence doesn't outstay its welcome, keep¬ 
ing us guessing about Robbie's true 
motives until the explosive final frames.

“Unemployed young people often just need the chance to prove they have the motivation and talent required to get 
onto the career ladder. It’s clear from the feedback we’ve had from the teams on site that these young people have 
jumped at the chance to make the most of this opportunity.

Clever design gives it the Edge

F ROM the concept to the end 
product, the Edge is a new 
thing. It’s Ford of Europe’s first 
large SUV, based on Mondeo under¬ 
garments, but with four-wheel-drive, 
two powerful diesel engines (with 
more under consideration) and a new, 
premium shtick with which the 
American company wants to poke the 
German luxury brands. 

It’s part of the OneFord pro¬ 
gramme, so it’s built in north Amer¬ 
ica and exported all over the globe 
with minor changes to suit different 
markets. We awkward Europeans, 
with our bumpy B-roads and our der¬ 
estricted autobahns, had a big say in 
how the suspension and handling 
were tuned. 

If you’re thinking it looks a bit 
’Murican in the pictures, you’re not 
alone. But the blocky styling and 
slightly in-your-face dark wheels and 
detailing of the range-topping Sport 


model sing a pretty good tune in the 
metal. The Titanium model is a bit 
more reserved, a bit more middle-of- 
the-road. It’s improbably wide, 
though, with a high and highly- 
shaped bonnet, so it looks even big¬ 
ger than it actually is. 

While the build and materials qual¬ 
ity is for the most part, a big step up 
for Ford, it’s competing with S line 
Audi Q5s and mid-grade BMW X3s. 
Even the entry-level Jaguar F-Pace is 
a rival. Next to those badges, the Blue 
Oval can’t really compete. 

Where the Edge scores points is 
for its clever design, which 
squeezes loads of usefulness into its 
4.8-metre length. 

There are bag hooks in the boot, a 
spare wheel, a cabin wide enough for 
three children to sit side-by-side on 
bean bags and enough clever storage 
spaces to make it a nightmare for cus¬ 
toms officials at border crossings. 

The amount of empty air around 
the front seats is amazing. Even the 


current Mr Universe wouldn’t have 
shoulders broad enough to fill the 
width. Including the stubby mirrors, 
the Edge is well over two metres 
wide - and it feels it on the road, but 
it does create an implausibly spacious 
cabin. 

Driven back-to-back, the more 
powerful diesel offers noticeably 
more low-down punch. The twin- 
clutch automatic gearbox helps make 
the most of that, too, only kicking 
down when your throttle pedal inputs 
clearly ask for it. 

The two-litre diesel might not be 
the most refined on the market, but 
Ford’s soundproofing and standard- 
fit Active Noise Control suppress 
wind and road noise like you would¬ 
n’t believe. The quiet at motorway 
speeds (and beyond) is uncanny. 

The Sport’s variable-ratio steering 
is frustrating, as is every other system 
like it. 

Approach the same corner at differ¬ 
ent speeds and you’ll need two 


entirely different steering inputs to 
negotiate it. 

The standard set-up is slower to 
turn the car, but feels more consis¬ 
tent, despite a strong urge to 
self-centre. Neither transmits any 
meaningful road feel. 

Sport models have a harder suspen¬ 
sion system that permits less body 
roll, but rides with a jiggly edge on 
its 20-inch wheels that’s missing 
from the Titanium and its 19s. 

As a trade-off, the Sport feels more 
planted in corners and has the more 
supportive seats for the job. 

The model to go for is the Titanium 
with the Lux pack, the more powerful 
engine and the automatic gearbox, 
although to create it you also need to 
add the full-fat and rather bass-heavy 
Sony stereo system. 

All of a sudden it’s a £37,000 car. 
Add LED headlights for another 
£1,000 on top of that. The panoramic 
roof is £800. The £40,000 barrier is 
within fairly easy reach. Ouch.

WANYAMA 
SIGNS UP

HEAD COACH Mauricio Pochettino believes 
that Victor Wanyama will make a huge impact at 
Tottenham Hotspur after the midfielder became 
their first signing of the summer. 

The Kenyan international joined Spurs on a 
four-year deal from Southampton for a reported 
£11 million last week, after making 97 appearances 
during his three years with the Saints. 

And Pochettino, who brought Wanyama to 
Southampton from Celtic when he was in charge 
at the south coast club, was delighted to have 
secured the services of the tough-tackling star. 

“I know Victor very well because we signed 
him from Celtic to bring him to Southampton 
three years ago,” the head coach said. “I think 
he’s a player who can improve our squad and can 
help us for the next few years. 

“He’s a very strong midfielder who is a hold¬ 
ing midfielder but can play free and can play 
very well with the ball. He’s very powerful and I 
think he’s a perfect player for us. 

“I think it’s very important that he has experi¬ 
ence of playing in the Premier League. When 
you have the possibility to sign a player like him 
it’s a good opportunity for us. 

“He’s a powerful player and I think it’s a good 
chance for us to add a player who can help us 
improve our squad. I think he will be a great 
signing for us.” 

And 25-year-old Wanyama was thrilled to have 
completed the move to Tottenham, believing 
that it gives him a great opportunity to keep on 
progressing. 


“It feels really good to be here and I’m really 
happy to get this chance,” he said. “It’s a good 
step for me and I think this is where I can 
achieve bigger things now. 

“You can see the talent here and also you can 
see the manager. I think Spurs have made a giant 
step, they have always improved since the man¬ 
ager arrived here and I think the club can only 
get better, so hopefully there are good things 
ahead. 

“It was an easy move for me to take because I 
know how the manager is, I know he likes to 
work hard and he improves players as well. I 
thought it was a good opportunity for me and I 
think I can improve as a player at Tottenham. 

“Nothing is impossible if you work hard. If we 
can achieve winning the Premier League then 
that would be my dream. That’s my target, to win 
the Premier League or any other trophy with the 
club.” 

Having experienced playing in the Champions 
League when he was with Celtic, Wanyama 
admits that he is relishing the chance to play in 
the competition again with Spurs next season 
and believes that they can make a real impact. 

“The Champions League is a big stage - it’s 
where every player dreams of playing,” he added. 
“It’s all about the big teams of Europe meeting 
each other and they’re just great nights. 

“Here at Spurs playing against teams like 
Barcelona and Real Madrid is only going to make 
us better, and if you brush shoulders with the 
world’s best players then nothing is impossible. 

“I think we will have some great nights for the 
fans and the players, and hopefully we can go far 
in the competition.” 


Henry seals her place in the Olympics 


DESIREE HENRY can look forward to taking part 
in her first Olympic Games after securing a place 
in Team GB for the forthcoming event in Rio. 

Competing in the British Championships in 
Birmingham, which doubled up as the Olympic 
trials, the sprinter from Enfield and Haringey 
Athletic Club produced a terrific run in the 
200metres on Sunday, clocking a time of 23.13 
seconds - inside the qualifying standard needed 
for the Olympics - to claim a silver medal and 
book her place in Rio. 

Meanwhile, fellow Enfield and Haringey 
sprinter CJ Ujah faces an anxious wait to see if he 
has made the British team after finishing third in 
the 100m. 

Ujah clocked a wind-assisted time of 9.97secs 


in a fast race, but with only the top two securing 
automatic qualification for the Olympics, he is 
now relying on the selectors to give him the third 
available slot when the final squad is unveiled 
next month. 

Ojie Edoburun just missed out on the medals in 
the same race as he came an impressive fourth in 
10.02secs, but Ifeanyi Otuonye claimed silver in the 
men’s long jump (7.66m), while Callum Wilkinson 
won bronze in the men’s 5,000m walk (a season’s 
best 19minutes 54.47secs) and Reece Prescod was 
a surprise third in the men’s 200m (20.84secs). 

Chris Kandu came fourth in the men’s high jump 
(2.23m), a result matched by Margaret Adeoye in 
the women’s 400m (53.04secs) and Ama Pipi in 
the women’s 200m (23.96secs). 


North Middlesex lose against leaders 


NORTH MIDDLESEX are just one point above 
the relegation zone of the Middlesex County 
Cricket League after suffering a 79-run defeat at 
table-topping Ealing on Saturday. 

Having been put in to bat, the hosts defied the 
difficult conditions to get off to an excellent start, 
with Ahmad Elech making a superb 54 and shar¬ 
ing in stands of 46 for the first wicket with Tom 
Morton (22) and 48 for the second wicket with 
Robert White (17). 

North Middlesex plugged away well with the 
ball, with Connor Nurse (4-20 off 17 overs) and 
Joel Hughes (4-36) to the fore, but they encoun¬ 
tered further stiff resistance from Scott Ensom 
(35) and Ealing were able to post a total of 195. 


The visitors were soon in trouble in reply as 
Ensom (5-43) continued his fine day by ripping 
through their top order to reduce them to 17-3. 

Joe Cracknell (37) tried to launch a fightback, 
but it was not enough as North Middlesex fell 
well short of their target - eventually being dis¬ 
missed for 116. Kristian Martin (3-27) and 
Jay den Park (2-14) were the other successful 
bowlers. 

Elsewhere, the weather proved to be the only 
winner as Hornsey, Highgate and North London 
all saw their games abandoned because of rain. 

North Middlesex host Shepherds Bush on 
Saturday, while Hornsey entertain Highgate and 
North London go to Harrow Town.
